Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1925. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  I have  to  deal  fully  with 
matters  that  perhaps  may  be  well  known  to  some,  but  as  the  Report  goes  beyond  your  Borough, 
It  may  carry  new  and  perhaps  Interesting  Information  to  others.  It  is  a Survey  Report 
which  has  to  be  compiled  every  five  years. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  District. 

The  Borough  of  Chopping  Wycombe  Is  situated  about  28  miles  from  London,  being  on 
the  main  road  to  Oxford.  It  lies  In  a valley  of  the  Chlltern  Hills,  which  rise  on  Its  North  and 
South  side  to  a height  of  nearly  600  feet  above  sea  level.  The  River  Wye  Hows  through  the 
valley  part  of  the  Town  being  built  on  Its  banks,  and  on  Its  course  Is  fed  by  a small  stream 
flowing  In  from  the  Hughenden  Valley.  The  direction  of  the  Town  Is  East-west,  its  total  length 
being  about  31  miles.  The  District  surrounding  the  Borough  Is  well  wooded,  and  pr^ents  as 
beautiful  a scenic  effect  as  any  In  the  County.  The  Great  Western  & Great  Central  Railways 
connect  the  Town  with  London  and  the  north  of  England  by  a good  and  frequent  service  or 

fast  trains. 

Social  Conditions  and  Employment. 

The  Town  Is  an  Industrial  one,  the  Industry  being  chiefly  Cabinet  and  Chair  making. 
A Market  Is  held  on  Fridays  In  the  High  Street,  for  store  cattle,  farm  and  other  produce.  There 
Is  also  another  Cattle  Market,  privately  owned,  where  cattle,  etc.,  are  sold  by  auction.  This 
Market  Is  held  every  Monday. 

There  are  two  large,  open,  and  pleasantly-situated  Recreation  Grounds,  where  cricket, 
football,  tennis,  etc.,  are  played  ; both  under  the  control  of  a Committee  of  the  Council. 


Medical  Chanties. 

The  High  Wycombe  War  Memorial  Hospital  Is  the  chief  Medical  Charity,  and  one  notes 
from  the  last  Report,  that  for  1925,  the  number  of  In-patlents  was  447,  and  the  number  of  patients 
treated  In  the  Casualty  Department  was  600. 


The  Borough  Is  within  the  Wycombe  Union,  and  the  Poor  Law  Hospitals  of  Henley, 
Amersham,  and  Slough  Unions,  are  available,  the  Wycombe  Union  Hospital  at  Saunderton  no 
longer  being  used.

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We  re-opened  the  Welfare  Centre  on  13th  January  with  our  Annual  Gifts  from  the  Christ- 
mas Tree,  and  prizes  for  good  attendance.  The  Clinic  is  still  well  attended,  and  am  ,>iease 
to  record  a smaller  percentage  of  Still  Births  and  no  Maternal  Deaths. 

The  Ladles’  Committee  continue  their  voluntary  and  splendid  work,  helping  In  every 
possible  way  to  make  the  Clinic  both  useful  and  intellectual. 

Lectures  have  been  given  during  the  year,  and  two  demonstrations  were  held. 

The  Toddlers’  Room  has  been  helpful,  and  great  thanks  are  due  to  the  Ladies  in  charge. 

The  Central  Aid  render  valuable  help,  all  dental  treatment  being  done  through  their 
Society. 

The  Maternity  Bags  have  been  of  benefit  to  a great  number  of  mothers,  and  are  loaned  from 
the  Central  Aid  Society. 

I am  glad  to  state  that  this  year  we  are  allowed  a grant  from  the  Ministry  for  Eye  Treat- 
ment, before  school  age,  which  is  also  carried  through  by  the  Central  Aid  Society,  and  Ortho- 
’paedlc  Treatment  Is  helped  in  this  way. 

This  year  a big  effort  was  made  to  celebrate  Baby  Week,  which  commenced  7th  July 
to  14th  July.  The  mothers  went  by  char-a-banc  to  Reading  and  Guildford,  where  tea  was 
provided. 

Films  on  Oral  Hygiene,  Mothercraft  and  Day  Nurseries,  were  shown  each  day  at  the 
Palace  Cinema. 

Lectures  by  Dr.  Seeleby  on  Sunlight  and  Childhood. 

Needlework  Exhibition  by  representatives  of  Glaxo.  Also 

Needlework  Competition  by  the  mothers  attending  the  Clinic,  followed  by  prizes  pre- 
sented by  the  Mayoress,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Butler,  and  a Play  called  “ The  Fairy  Ring,”  by  Hazlemere 
School  Children. 

There  has  been  a great  amount  of  sickness  amongst  the  babies  and  toddlers.  Whooping 
Cough  being  prevalent  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  followed  by  a bad  outbreak  of  Measles  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

The  Housing  Scheme  has  helped  to  alleviate  the  overcrowding,  and  we  hope  for  better 
effects  to  follow. 

Dried  Milk  was  given  to  necessitous  cases  where  recommended.

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

In  1921,  the  Town  Council  and  Rural  District  Council  entered  Into  an  agreement  for 
amalgamation  of  Hospitals,  and  formed  a Joint  Hospital  Committee,  the  result  being  that  the 
Rural  District  Hospital  has  been  used  for  the  reception  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  patients 

from  both  districts. 

The  Borough  Hospital  Is  situated  3 miles  outside  the  Borough  and  consists  of 
Administrative  Block,  brick  building. 

Scarlet  Fever  Block,  12  beds  ; Diphtheria  Block,  12  beds  ; galvanized  Iron. 

Provision  for  8 cases  of  small-pox  Is  made.  In  brick  built  pavilion,  at  the  North 
end  of  grounds. 
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^ The  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  blocks  consist  of  2 wards,  heated  by  stoves,  with  a 

nurse  s ante-room  and  kitchen  combined,  and  at  the  far  end  of  each  ward  are  lavatories,  bathroom 
and  scullery. 

The  Hospital  is  available  for  cases  of  infectious  disease  should  occasion  arise. 

The  Rural  District  Hospital  consists  of  : — 

Brick  Hospital  : 16  beds  for  Scarlet  Fever  ; 10  beds  for  Diphtheria. 

Nurses  Home,  Laundry  and  a galvanized  iron  pavilion,  which  could  be  used  for 
convalescent  cases.  The  Lodge  is  now  used  as  nurses’  quarters. 

A constant  supply  of  water  has  since  been  laid  on  from  the  Public  Main  to  the  Rural 
District  Hospital,  and  apparatus  provided  and  fixed  for  dealing  with  any  outbreak  of  fire  which 
may  occur.

Public  Health  OiHceirs  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Staff  consists  of  a part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a whole-time  Sanitary 
Inspector.  One  half  of  the  salaries  of  these  Officers  is  contributed  by  Exchequer  Grants. 

A Lady  Medical  Officer  attends  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

There  IS  also  an  Assistant  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  one  Lady  Health  Visitor. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  the  Diploma  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  as  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Inspector  of  Meat  and  other  Foods,  etc.  He  also  acts  as  Inspector  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  etc.,  etc. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. 

All  Chemicals  and  Bacteriological  Work  is  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Assoc- 
iation (except  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  which  is  carried  out  by  your  own  Analyst, 
Mr.  B.  H.  Gerrans),  and  the  work  has  proved  satisfactory. 

Anti-Diphtheric  Serum  is  supplied  by  the  Corporation.

Water  Supply. 

The  Wycombe  Waterworks  is  an  undertaking  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Corporation. 
The  water  supply  is  derived  from  bore  holes  in  the  chalk,  one  at  Pann  Mill,  and  one  at  the  Easton 
Street  Pumping  Station.  The  water  is  pumped  to  three  levels,  viz..  Tow  Level  Reservior 
(129,000  gallons).  High  Level  Reservoir  (130,000  gallons),  and  the  Tower  (60,000  gallons),  all 
situated  on  the  Amersham  Hill.  The  supply  to  the  whole  area  is  constant,  and  the  average 
daily  consumption  is  642,{X)0  gallons.  During  the  last  five  years,  extensions  and  improvements 
have  been  made  to  mains,  plant,  etc.,  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough. 


The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  the  Mams  within  the  Borough  is  4,419.

General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  Area. 

(1)  Extent  of  shortage  or  excess  of  Houses  : 

There  is  an  undoubted  shortage  of  houses  within  the  Borough,  and  at  the  present  time 
the  Housing  Committee  have  a list  of  494  applicants  desiring  accommodation. 

(2)  Measures  taken,  or  contemplated,  to  meet  any  shortage  : 

In  addition  to  the  90  houses  being  erected  in  Bower  Dean  Road,  the  Housing  Committee 
contemplate  the  erection  of  more  houses  as  soon  as  suitable  sites,  etc.,  can  be  decided  upon.

The  general 
defects  found  to  exist  are  dampness,  yard  paving,  gutters,  ashpit  accommodation,  etc.,  and  many 
of  the  minor  defects  are  due  to  acts  of  waste  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  tenants. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Town  was  sewered  in  1882.  The  sewage  flows  by  gravitation  to  the  Sewage  Farm 
situated  at  Wycombe  Marsh.  The  Eastern  portion  of  the  Borough,  known  as  Wycombe  Marsh, 
has  been  sewered  and  the  sewage  is  raised  in  two  lifts  (Ejectors)  on  to  the  Sewage  Farm,  and  the 
work  of  connecting  up  the  houses  in  the  area  Is  shown  as  follows  ; —

I recommend  that  the  Town  Council  consider  the  desirability  of  laying  sewers  in  the

The  property  in  Back  Lane  is  also  outside  the  area  where  sewers  are  at  present  in  existence. 


The  Sewage  Farm  has  been  practically  re-constructed,  and  Is  now  working  well. 

I also  recommend  your  Council  to  consider  the  desirability  of  Insisting  that  before  houses 
are  erected  on  new  sites,  a sewer  or  sewers  be  provided.  This  would  obviate  the  construction 
of  cesspools  with  the  consequent  expense  to  both  owners  and  Authority,  and  prevent  the  creation 
of  nuisances.

Close  co-operation  is  now  the  order  in  meat  inspection,  between  the  Borough  and 
adjoining  Authorities.

The  administration  of  these  important  duties  is  in  the  capable  hands  of  your  Inspector. 
A total  of  55  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis.  Further  detail  will  be  found  In 
your  Inspector’s  Report. 


Food  Poisoning. 

During  the  period  under  review  in  this  Report,  i.e.,  1923,  a very  severe  outbreak  of  Fwd 
Poisoning  occurred.  Investigation  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  undertaken  by  Dr. 
J.  M.  Hamlll  and  Mr.  Bruce  White,  and  the  outbreak  was  traced  definitely  to  ice-cream. 

The  symptoms  of  acute  Intestinal  poisoning  lasted.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  from  3 to  6 

days.

time. 


Pig-killing  on  Private  Premises. 

Some  Cottagers  rear  pigs  and  occasionally  slaughter  one  or  two.  The  occasional 
slaughter  of  an  animal  on  the  premises  of  the  owner  does  not  constitute  the  place  of  slaughter  a 
slaughter-house,  but  the  slaughterer  is  not  absolved  from  the  duty  imposed  by  the  Regu- 
lations of  giving  notice  of  his  intention  to  slaughter  to  the  Council,  if  any  part  of  the  animal 
killed  IS  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption. 


Article  (20)  5 of  the  Regulations  relates  to  the  placing  of  meat  In  shops,  etc.,  to  prevent 
m.ud,  filth,  and  other  contaminating  substances  being  splashed  or  blown  thereon.  Is  the  one 
which  has  caused  most  difficulty.  In  my  opinion.  It  Is  Impossible  to  comply  with  this  clause, 
except  by  means  of  a window,  yet  with  the  modifications  necessary',  as  a result  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  Circular  No.  604,  It  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  this  most  desirable  end.  At  the 
present  time  the  grievance  of  the  butcher  Is  not  so  much  against  the  Regulation,  but  the  lack  of 
uniformity  among  Local  Authorities  and  their  Officers.
